To  the  Southam  Rural  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  report  upon  the  health  of  your 
district  for  the  year  1970.  Your  population  rose  again  and 
the  birth  rate  was  above  the  national  average.  Once  more  the 
crude  death  rate  did  not  reach  double  figures  and  after 
correction  was  only  three-quarters  the  national  rate.  There 
were  few  infectious  diseases  other  than  measles. 

Ministry  approval  was  given  to  a  plan  to  sewer  the  village 
of  Ufton  and  pump  the  crude  sewage  to  Southam  S.D.  works. 
This  superseded  an  earlier  plan  to  site  a  small  works  serving 
this  parish  only  in  fields  below  Ufton  Hill.  Work  is  expected 
to  start  within  the  year  and  completion  of  the  scheme  will 
bring  realisation  of  the  Council’s  policy  to  bring  the  benefits 
of  main  drainage  to  all  its  communities  of  significant  size. 
In  consequence  of  this  and  the  programmes  of  demolition  and 
improvement  there  are  now  only  just  over  fifty  houses  re¬ 
maining  in  your  district  which  require  the  regular  emptying 
of  pail  closets.  Few  of  these  are  in  sewered  areas  and  most  of 
those,  which  have  public  sewers  within  reach,  are  already 
covered  by  demolition  or  closing  orders  as  being  unfit  for 
human  habitation.  The  larger  grants  available  for  house 
improvement  and  easier  conditions  have  led  to  an  increase  in 
applications  by  house  owners  for  discretionary  grants. 

Numerous  visits  were  paid  to  Ladbroke  by  youi  officers 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  as  the  result  of  complaints  con¬ 
cerning  deposits  of  pig  manure  and  foul  slurry.  Evidence  was 
later  given  in  court  proceedings  for  recurrent  nuisance  which 
failed  at  the  first  hearing  but  upon  appeal  the  Council  obtained 
a  favourable  outcome. 

It  is  once  again  my  pleasant  duty  to  thank  the  members 
of  the  Council  and  its  officers  for  their  kindness  and  help  to 
me  at  all  times.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


{i)  Water  Supply. 

Of  the  19  samples  of  water  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  4  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  These  samples 
were  from  a  small  private  estate  supply  and  an  approach  to 
the  owners  resulted  in  the  main  consumer  taking  a  supply 
from  the  Water  Board  mains.  The  South  Warwickshire 
Water  Board  supplies  direct  from  their  mains  4,934  houses 
with  17,237  inhabitants.  None  of  these  houses  have  supply 
by  a  stand-pipe.  Mr.  C.  A.  Innes  Jones,  Engineer/Manager, 
kindly  provided  these  figures. 

Water  is  supplied  into  this  rural  district  by  two  under¬ 
takers,  the  South  Warwickshire  and  Rugby  Water  Boards. 
I  am  indebted  to  their  Chemist,  Mr.  B.  Rhodes,  for  the  report 
of  analysis  of  water  taken  from  Holy  Well,  Southam.

(n)  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal : — ■ 

Ufton. — A  scheme  for  sewering  the  village  and  pumping 
the  sewage  to  the  treatment  plant  at  Southam  was  submitted 
to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and 
received  approval.  It  is  anticipated  that  work  on  the  scheme 
will  commence  in  1971. 

General. — Except  Ufton,  all  the  centres  of  population 
other  than  the  smallest  hamlets  are  now  provided  with  foul 
sewers  and  treatment  plants.  More  property  owners  converted 
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pail  closets  to  water  closets  leaving  52  dwellings  with  pail 
closets  emptied  by  the  Council.  Of  these  48  are  outside  the 
sewered  areas  or  are  subject  to  demolition  or  closing  orders. 

(iii)  Refuse  Collection. — The  paper  sack  refuse  collection 
service  was  maintained  and  the  system  has  proved  to  be 
acceptable  to  the  ratepayers  and  to  economize  in  manual 
labour. 


D.  HOUSING 

The  Council  made  a  further  18  Standard  Improvement 
Grants  and  34  Discretionary  Grants,  the  amount  paid  out 
being  £18,635. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  Time  and 
Place  Notices  under  Section  16  were  served  in  respect  of  10 
properties;  7  demolition  orders  and  3  closing  orders  were 
made.  One  demolition  order  was  revoked  after  the  property 
had  been  made  fit  and  5  houses  which  had  been  the  subjects 
of  undertakings  were  made  fit.  The  operation  of  2  demolition 
orders  was  deferred  to  allow  improvement  works  to  be  carried 
out;  12  houses  in  a  clearance  area  and  12  individual  unfit 
houses  were  demolished  and  20  persons  were  rehoused  from 
unfit  properties.  Four  cottages  purchased  by  the  Council 
were  brought  up  to  Parker  Morris  Standard.

Most  of  the  year’s  notifications  were  of  measles.  This 
was  the  second  year  in  which  an  active  vaccine  had  been 
available  for  general  use  against  measles.  One  hopes  that  the 
lower  incidence  may  prove  due  to  protection  conferred  by 
this  vaccine.  However,  it  does  seem  clear  that  not  enough 
parents  are  consenting  to  have  their  infants  vaccinated  to 
provide  a  solid  basis  for  eradication  of  this  disease.  Measles 
is  now  not  only  the  commonest  infectious  disease  but  is 
attended  in  some  cases  by  serious  complications.

B.C.G.  Vaccination  {Scholar’s  Scheme). 

The  local  health  authority  offers  annually  to  school 
children  aged  13  years  the  opportunity  of  having  a  skin  test 
of  tuberculin  sensitivity  followed,  where  parental  consent  is 
given,  by  vaccination  of  non-reactors  with  live  B.C.G.  vaccine.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1948  and  1951 

Section  47  of  the  1948  Act  provides  that  where  persons — 
[a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease,  or,  being 
aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated  are  living 
in  insanitary  conditions  and 

{b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not 
receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care  and 
attention,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  gives 
a  written  certificate  in  the  prescribed  form,  the 
local  authority  may  apply  to  a  court,  having 
jurisdiction,  for  an  order  to  remove  the  person  to 
a  suitable  and  convenient  place,  e.g.  hospital 
or  institution  and  detain  him  or  her  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  three  months. 

The  1951  Act  provides  for  a  single  magistrate  to  hear  an 
application  supported  by  joint  medical  certificates  of  the 
regular  medical  attendant  and  the  M.O.H.  This  procedure 
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obtains  in  cases  of  urgency  where  the  foregoing  periods  of 
notice  may  not  be  possible.  Detention  orders  will  then  be  for 
a  period  not  exceeding  21  days  unless  extended  in  accordance 
with  the  1948  Act. 

It  was  necessary  for  your  Deputy  Medical  Officer  and 
another  medical  practitioner  to  present  such  a  joint  urgency 
certificate  on  the  11th  May  1970.  This  was  done  in  respect  of 
a  widow  aged  75  years  who  had  lived  at  Bascote  Heath  alone 
for  many  years.  Since  1968  she  had  been  regularly  visited  by 
health  and  welfare  officials  following  a  verified  report  that 
she  was  neglecting  to  care  for  herself  and  had  become  dirty  in 
her  person.  In  1969  she  refused  offers  from  the  Council  of 
better  housing  to  replace  her  unfit  dwelling  in  lonely  woods 
to  which  she  allowed  her  hens  free  access.  Sudden  action  was 
made  necessary  by  an  acute  exacerbation  of  her  grave  chronic 
disease.  As  soon  as  she  became  aware  that  an  application 
was  to  be  made  to  a  justice  of  the  peace  upon  May  13th  1970, 
she  voluntarily  agreed  to  a  trial  admission  to  a  County  Welfare 
Home  and  was  taken  to  The  Lawns,  Whitnash.  She  settled 
down  quickly  and  well  and  was  content  to  become  a  permanent 
resident. 

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 
INSPECTOR 

RODENT  CONTROL 

Time  has  again  been  devoted  to  the  Stockton  Tip  but 
there  have  been  no  serious  infestations.  Progress  was  made 
with  the  inspection  and  treatment  of  sewers.  There  are  58 
contracts,  including  54  farms  where  routine  inspections  and 
treatments  are  made.  Domestic  complaints  received  prompt 
attention. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACTS 

A  complaint  was  received  during  the  year  regarding  the 
spreading  on  land  in  close  proximity  to  houses  of  manurial 
slurry  from  an  intensive  pig  rearing  unit.  Although  the 
nuisance  had  abated  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  the  Committee  accepted  that  the  nuisance 
was  likely  to  recur  and  authority  was  given  for  the  service  of  a 
notice  under  Section  1  of  the  Public  Health  (Recumng 
Nuisances)  Act,  1969.  The  nuisance  recurred  but  in  the  subse¬ 
quent  Court  proceedings  the  Magistrates  declined  to  make  a 
Nuisance  Order.  An  appeal  was  lodged  with  the  High  Court 
and  the  case  was  remitted  back  to  the  Justices  with  the  direc¬ 
tion  to  make  a  Nuisance  Order. 
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ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963 

During  the  year  four  existing  premises  were  inspected  and, 
upon  application,  the  licences  renewed. 

The  licences  authorize  the  reception  of  a  maximum 
number  of  138  dogs  and  58  cats  at  any  one  time  in  these 
four  licensed  establishments. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

Sixty-four  premises  were  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of 
1969.  These  comprised  9  offices,  43  Retail  Shops,  10  Catering 
Establishments,  one  Fuel  Storage  Depot  and  1  Warehouse. 

Fourteen  of  these  premises  received  a  general  inspection 
and  a  total  of  48  visits  were  made  to  registered  premises.
